Washlncton, Feb. 25.— The army ap- 
propriation bin will receive the atten- 
tion f)f the sonatu during t!i<> early 
part of the week, and v/Uvn it is dis- 
posed of another appropriation bill 
will be takea up. It is probable that 
the army bill will be debated at 
length, eHpceially upoii the PhiUppiii" 
amendment and the amendment relui- 
Ing to Cuba, If the latter Is Introduced 
as it proposed. These amendmantfl, 
or either of them, quite certainly will 
be in;i(l<' the basis of a number of 
speeches, as they will serve to open 
up the entire question of the relation;? 
of the United States to the Islands. It 
Is hoped that the sundry civil bill will 
be reported by th(? time the army bill 
Is disposed of so that it may be tak-n 
up next. If It is not in shape to be 
considered by that time the river and 
karbor bill probably will receive at- 
tention. The Koneral deflcienoy is 
llktfly to be the last of tlie appropri- 
tlon bills acted on. 

It is not believed that much general 
legislation will be accomplished dur- 
ing the week, but a groat many pri- 
vate bills will ho passed. The proba- 
bilities are all against getting up the 
Nieaiagua canal bill. 

Deck Cleared In the House. 
WMhington. Feb. 25.— The last 
week in the house will be mainly oc- 
cupied with conference reports on the 

appropriation bills, and the other num- 
erous measures now belna fought over 
by the managers of the two houses 
The last of the general appropriation 
bills went to the senate on Thursday, 
and the house has its decks pretty 
well cleared for tUe final contests with 
the senate. The last six days of the 
session are suspension days, and it is 
always possible to bring the house to 
a vote t)n iiiiy proiiositioii under a mo 
tion to suspend the rules, which pro- 
Tide for only SO minutes' debate upon 
a aide. 



Cuban Amendment. 
Washington. Feb. 25.— There have 

been several COnfer<>nces of senators 
looking to an amicable unde-standin;; 
on the Cuban question so that an ex 
tra session may be avoided. As a re 
■nit It is said to be probable that an 
amendment dealing with our relations 
with Cuba will be presented In the 
■enate during the day, when the army 
ailpropriatlon bill is taken up. The 
exact phraseology of the amendment 
It Is said, has not been definitely set 
tied as yet, but the conferences have 
made it likely that the opposing par- 
ties In the senate will get together, 

Russia to Strike at Trusts. 
St Petersburg, Fe'b. 25.— Responsl- 
bl« Journals assert that the Rust'.ian 
OlBctals threaten trust niade Kuropeaii 
and American products, which are 
■old cheaper abroad than at home, 
with compensatory duties. They ig- 
nore as Irrtoievant the distinction be- 
tween legislative and voluntary reg- 
ulations of Industries. The announc- 
ment of this doctrine opens up a wjde 
Held of ipecalatlon, apparently pre- 
saging a transformation of the dis- 
crlminatini; duties against America 
into a general increase of duties on 
all articles which enter largely into 
the world's commerce and aro the ob- 
jects of the keenest competition. Rus- 
sian industries would certainty wel- 
come any excuse to Incraase tko pres- 
•nt high protection. 

Famine In Russia. 
Odesaa, Fob. tl.— Several of the 

Russian provinces are suffering ac- 
cutely from famine. In the govern- 
ments of Kherson and Bessarabia tens 
of thousands are famishing. Amid the 
additional hardahlpa of tbo aovere 
winter hunger-typhus is rapidly 
spreading. In the northern and east 
Volga provinces the people for two 
mouths have been subsisting on roots, 
grasses and offal, and are bow 4ying 
of aiieer starvation.

Another fVlarine Disaster. 
Port Townsend, Wash., Feb. 25.— 
An account of what may turn oat to 

be another marine disaster and mvs- 
terious disnjjpearance of a big steam- 
ship, wliilf ( rossing the Pacific, is 
given by Captain Morris of the trans- 
port Port Albert, Just arrived from 
quarantine. Captain Morris sa.\ s that 
while In midocean his mate sighted a 
two-masted steam: liip alu am of the 
Port Albert two miles distant The 
weather was haty but It could be seen 
that the steamer was In thj trough 
of the sea and laboring heavily. The 
sea was running high at the time and 
it was all that could bo done to 
keep the Port Albert head on. The 
mate went below to get his glass so he 
;ou!d see the vessel but when he re- 
lurned it was so foiigy nothing could 
be seen. In less, than half an hour the 
v-t ather cleared but no Tossel was 
I isible. Both steamers were traveling 
ill the same direction and Captain 
Morris expresses the opinion that the 
vessel must liave foundered.

Peking, Fob. 26.— The full text of 
the Imperial edict regarding punish- 
ments was sent to the ministers of the 
powers. The ministers regard the pun- 
ishment edict as satisfactory. Chlh 
Sin, former grand secretary, and Han 
Cheng Yu, son of the notorious Hsu 
Tung, will be publicly executed in Pe- 
king Tuesday. An edict has been pro- 
mulgated suspending examinations at 
all points whicu were the scenes of 
outrages against foreigners. 

It Is intended to guard the men at 
the place of evetiition, so as to pre- 
vent suicide or escape. When offlcial 
confirmation, duly certified by high 
ofllcers of state, df the s. ntences r,( 
death upon the dMi i-s slmll imve i.iM n 
received ami tli. sc two liavc li ■•■n ev- 
ecuted, China will have practically 
complied with the terms demanded by 
the powers, as she has already agreed 
to Issue edicts prepared by the min 
Isters of tlie powers for th.' cessation 
of examinations, and regarding the 
responsibility of viceroys and gov 
emors. 

Prince Chun, the emperor's broth'-i , 
will soon Ko to Iii :Iin to express 
China's regrets for tha murdar of 
Baron Von Ketteler. He says China 
has now accepted to the uttermost 
and also performed everything re- 
quired by the powers, except I lie pay 
ment of the Indemnities, the amount 
of which has not been decided. He 
thinks arrangements should be made 
for the evacuation of Peking in order 
to enable the court to rtturn. 

No official announcement has been 
made of the abandonment of the pro 
posed expedition Into the laterlor, but 
it Is not likely that any further prep- 
arations will be made. The foreign 
envoys feel that the proposal was a 
master stroke and caused the settle 
ment of what might have been a pro- 
tracted affair. 

Why the Coup railed. 

Paris, Feb. 1'5.— On the anniversary 
of the attempt at a coup d'etat by M. 
I'aul I).' ituulede and Marcel Habort 
at the Neuilly barracks, on the occa- 
sion of the funeral of M. Faure, and 
also tho anniversary of the sentence 
to five years' banishment imposed 
upon M. Marcel Habert, many of their 
sympathizers went to San Sebastian, 
where the two exiles are residing. M. 
De Roulede delivered a Ions address. 
He asserted that he and M. .Marcel 
Habert were approae hed, on the night 
before the attempted coup, by an 
agent of the Duke of Orleans, who 
proposed that tho duke should appear 
in the midst of tho ran'vs In time to 
participate In the projected action. M. 
De Roulede replied that If any royal- 
ist, espeefallly the Duke of Orleans, 
should attempt to tako pait. he (De 
Roulede) would be* the first to turn 
the tioops against him. On the follow- 
ing morning it was. found that the ar- 
rangemant of the troops had been ro 
changed that th" coup woiiM fil!; 
and he declares t)iat tbo royalists c{ 
fected this chariK.- when tli'w learne d 
that he would not aid th -ir cause. 

Edward Off to Germany. 
I ' ! )n, Feb. 25.— King Edward bas 
left Flushing for Cronberg. Owini; to 
his desire to divest his visit of any 
ofTlclal character he has declined Km- 
peror William's Invitation to stay at 
Homburg castlo, and will bo his sla- 
ter's guest.

Canned Meats and Ssussges.

It Is r«»- 
ported that General Dewet <>scaped to 
the opposite bank in a boat and is now 
fleeing with a handful of followers. It 
Is reported from a Boer source at Zee- 
rust that General Delarey has baen 
captured.
